Document 1: JP, 10-145423, A (Fujitsu Ltd.), 29 May, 1998 (29.05.98), full text, Figs. 1-11 
describes an electronic mail processing system, in which (1) electronic mails with point information enclosed in 
them are distributed to receiving parties, and (2) in the case where replies are returned from receiving parties, 
the receiving parties are given the points concerned. However, none of the documents cited in the ISR describes 
or suggests the constitution, in which points are used as a means for specifying receiving parties. 

Document 2: JP, 10-28132, A (Murata Machinery Ltd.), 27 January, 1998 (27.01.98), full text, Figs. 1-8 
describes a communication terminal device having a storing means with a password number pre-registered in it, 
in which when the same password number as that registered in the storing means is entered, a computer 
communication network is connected. However, none of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests 
the constitution, in which a password number is used as a means of showing the usability of information.
